CALF AND STEER. 
FEEDING METHODS 


At this time of. year thousands of 
calves and steers are going into feed 
lots in Central Alberta. The profit 
to be made from these steers will de- 
pend, not only on the price of beef 
and the cost of feed, but also, to a 
great extent, on the methods of feed- 
ing and management. The following 
feeding practices are recommended 
by the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe. 

A mixture of barley and oats is the 
best Alberta grown meal ration for 
fattening stock. . When cattle are 
first put into the feed lot they may be 
fed eqmalnarts of ground oats. 
ground barley. After the first month 
or so, depending on their condition, 
this may be changed gradually to 
two parts barley and one of oats, If 
barley is not .available, low grade 
wheat, although not so good for fin- 
ishing, may be used instead. If 
wheat is used it Should be coarsely 
ground and mixed with oat chop in 
the proportions recommended for 
barley. 

At the start, only “ite ae three 
pounds of grain per head daily should 
be fed, and the amount increased at |’ 
the rate of one pound per -head per 
week until the cattle are on full feed, 
about the beginning of the third 
month, Calves on full feed will con- 
sume up to: eight pounds, yearlings 
ten pounds, and two year olds fifteen 
pounds or more of grain per head 
daily. 

When legume hay, greenfeed or 
prairie hay is being fed it is well to 
allow all the cattle will eat without 
wasting too much. Two year old 
steers will: consume from fifteen to 
twenty pounds daily. When the ani- 
mals are not making sufficiently rap- 
id gains the roughage ration should! 
‘be reduced, so they will eat more chop. | 

As variety in the ration is extreme- 


ly important, the greater the choice | 


of feed the greater is the chance of 
success. In order to keep down the 
feed cost, home-grown feeds should 
be used to as great an extent as pos- 
sible. If the feeder has alfalfa or 
sweet clover hay he will not need to 
provide for much additional protein 
in the ration. When no legume hay 
is available, however, the feeding of 
linseed oil meal will usually result in 
considerably increased gains, especial- 
ly with calves. One-quarter pound of 
this feed should be allowed each ani- 
mal to start with, gradually increas- 
ing until the full amount of one half 
pound daily is being mixed in the 
grain. 

Good water should be supplied ‘al 
léast once daily; if there is a constant 


supply before the cattle, all. the bet- _ 


ter. In‘cold weather a tank heater 
should be used to take the chill off 
the water; this simple precaution will 
save a great deal of feed in.a cold 
winter, However, do not heat the 
water too much; over-heated water 
will frequently eause feeders to scour 
badly.

But the old man who has built up an interest secondary to the life work | 
which he pursued in his prime is spared these pains and penalties of -ad- 
varicing years. As he becomes physically enfeebled he is able to turn his | 
hand and his mind to a pursuit which daily grows in fascination, because | 
it can be taken for granted, that the hobby which he has developed is some- | 
thing which he likes and in which, therefore, he can excel. Such a pursuit | 
will go far towards prolonging life itself and will certainly give zest to the 
declining years. Gloom will give way to sunshine and contentment will dis- 
place moroseness. ; 

_ But it is too late for the aged to develop a hobby: after they have 
reached the sere and yellow. The old adage, ‘You can’t teach an old dog 
new tricks” is applicable to humanity. There may be exceptions but that 
is the rule. That is one of the reasons why, even during the crowded years 
of prime and middle life, a.recreation is not only advisable but essential. It 
is an insurance. policy for a.contented and interesting old age. 

Moreover the man who diversifies his interests beyond his life’s voca- 
tion, even during the period when life is at the full, is more likely to have 
an old age in which to further develop his hobby. 


It need not necessarily 


‘be something apart from his daily work. It may well be something related 


to it, in which event its pursuit will yield additional interest and perhaps 
more tangible dividends in the task of making a living.

| Separate Division Of R.C.M:P. Is 

Being Considered 

The old order changeth. 

The Mounted Police ‘are consider- 
ing forming a mounted section in the 
force, according to the annual report 
released at Regina headquafters. 

“If present plans are advanced to 
completion,” the report states, “the 
subjects of equitation, mounted drill 
and stable management will be un- 
dertaken by those. assigned to the 
mounted section, only.” oy) 

The report states difficulty is ex- 
perienced in completing the training 
of some recruits within the prescrib- 
ed period of six months when inten- 


ed in the syllabus. ‘ 

So some ~ecruits; may be assigned 
to mounted dutyonly, while others 
Will take instruction in more modern 
and rapid means of travel. 

Despite, reports that the force was 
slowly but surely doing away with 
horses, Major-General Sir James H. 
MacBrien, commissioner, states in the 
report that “there is no intention 
‘whatever of dispensing altogether 
‘with the mounted man. A well train- 
ed mounted unit of sufficient number 
is invaluable to any force which may 
have to deal with. unruly crowds.” 

At the present time, the report 
states, the force throughout the Do-| 
minion has 258 saddle horses and 19 
team horses, and of these, 88 saddle 
horses and 13 team horses are locat- 
ed in Saskatchewan.

A new Vultee observation bomber, © 
described by experienced aviation 
men as “the most powerful air 
weapon ever devised,” hag completed 
secret factory tests and will be sub- 
mitted to the United States army for 
approval.
